REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention is drawn to a solid support with an array of functionalized sites wherein a 
solution from 50 picoliter to 2 microliter at a functionalized site is separated from other 
sites by surface tension and where the support surface of the functionalized site has a 
higher surface tension relative to the support surface surrounding the functionalized 
site. The Fodor and Pirrung references do not teach the "higher surface tension relative 
to the support surface" either expressly or inherently and therefore, while teaching solid 
supports with arrays of functionalized sites, do not teach a support surface which meets 
the claims. The support for that limitation is found throughout the specification and 
particularly at the description of figure 3. So the claims are novel and unobvious over 
the Fodor and Pirrung cited prior art and are therefore allowed.
